Rebecca Torner, who made the 
bequest of $12,000 to the city for 
a community project in the First 
Ward, was a teacher of German 
for 35 years at Wiley High School 
and deeply interested in the wel- 
fare of young people. Miss Torner 
died in 1939 and after considerable 
experimental work, the project 
which she envisioned, culminated 
in the establishment of the Torner 
House Girls club where hundreds 
now enjoy wholesome activities, 
recreation and good times. 

The girls club was established 
on South Fourth street in 1945 by 
the Torner House Association. The 
club is non-sectarian and demo- 
cratic and is housed in a spacious 
red brick building purchased by

Club Teachings. 


Torner House. Girls’ Club 
teaches the fundamental requisites 
of homemaking and motherhood 
at an early age, when youngsters 
absorb such lessons through play. 
A planned program of homecraft, 
such as cooking, first-aid and baby 
care, is combined with handcraft, 
sewing and dressmaking, to give 
a feeling of belonging and of ac- 
complishment. The club also of- 
fers music, dramatics, art, gym- 
nasium, supervised games and 
dancing — maintains a cihldren’s 
library, financed and sponsored by 
the League of Terre Haute — and 
in summer, supervised play- 
grounds, sponsored by the city 
board of park commissioners. 

Torner House Girls’ Club activ- 


ities are supervised by trained 
leaders, students from Indiana 
State Teachers College, selected 
by the president of the board o 
directors, who is also on the fac 
ultyv of the college.

She started teaching 85 years ago, and at 18 was employed 
as assistant to the head of the German Dept. es- the Normal 2 
Training School. After German was abolished in the curriculum, 
she was made süpervisor of study. She was senior class advisor the 
last 15 to a0 years of her career. 


Her only sister, Augusta Torner, died several weeks before 
her. Three brothers, Henry, Louis and Isaac all died suddenly. 
She was the last. 


She had done a great amount of good in guiding adolescent 
youth. She was a worker sk in the first art society Terre Haute 
had. She was a charter member of the Terre Haute Womens Club, 
and of one of the first literary clubs. She was a founder of 
the Terre Haute section, National Council of Jewish Women. She 
assisted with the plans for organization of the Womens Department 
Club. She was 65 on July 1, 1929.

Supposedly at one time in the history of the house a Judge 
and his wife lived there. If the Judge ran across a 

child (maybe only boys) who needed a place to stay, he 
would bring them to his big house to stay until other 
arrangements could be worked out for them. 

The Torner House was originally set up for a place for 
boys. Then it was decided that the building was not 
"Suited" for the needs of boys and would propably be 
better used by girls. The house then was operated for 
girls with the understanding that boys could come there 
also. Possibly there is some relation as to when the 

Boys Club was established. Eventually the house was 
established as Torner House Girls Club. I know, according 
to some of the old minutes which we have back to I believe 
1945 that the Club was reorganized in 1945. 

There have been outstanding Terre Haute citizens who have

Torner House Girls Club was organized in 1945 by the Torner House 
Association, The property was purchased by the Terre Haute Park Board 
with funds left by Rebecca Torner., The building consists of a large 
assenbly hall and stage, a sewing room and library, a spacious game room 
which provides space for games and dancing, a craft room, kitchen, and 
dining room. Large playgrounds, well protected by a steel fence, are 
equipped with necessary equipment for good tincs,. 


The purpose of Torner House is to provide whoicsome and pleasant leisure 
activitics for the girls of the community, promote character development, 
encourage good citizenship, and provide cultural environment and back- 
ground for the girls' social lifc. 


The club activities supplement the home and give the girls training 
in homemaking, good grooming, and interesting hobbies, It also provides 
a place for girls to find pleasant companions and friendly guidance after 
school hours. 8 

The City Park Board maintains the building and grounds, in addition 
to providing janitorial service, The United Fund provides for the activi- 
ties of the Club. A full time director and assistant and sevoral part-time 
workers arc employed. Volunteer help is welcomed. All cquipment and 
program material are provided by the United Fund. 


Girls from the age of six to age sixtcon are cligible for Club 
services, regardless of race or creed. All girls of Torre Haute and Vigo 
County are invited to participate. The dues are 35¢ a year and a small 
fee is charged for some of tho classes and matcrials, However, no girl 
is refused admittance if she cannot pay. 


The Club is open Monday through Friday from 1:00 PM to 5:00 PM and 
on Monday, Tuesday, and Thursday evenings from 7:00 PM to 9:00 PM, A 
station wgon, furnishes transportation home for the girls after ovening 
activities. Scout troops and 4-H groups are sponsored by the Club, and 
girls are cligible for mombersnip in these groups upon payment of thcir 
respective fecs,

haracter-building and training for future 
citizenship can best be achieved when con- 
ducted on a daily basis, in a permanent club- 
house devoted exclusively to the interests of 
girls.

Although each local Girls Club is autonomous 
in its operations, it must conform to certain 
specific leadership and program requirements 
in order to qualify for affiliation with Girls Clubs 
of America, Inc. 

Among these, it must employ the full-time 
services of at least one professionally trained 
woman worker, experienced in the fields of pro- 
gramming and administration. It must provide 
a minimum number of hours of activity each

More than half of the Girls Clubs in operation 
today own their buildings. Others have rent- 
free quarters through the cooperation of civic- 
minded citizens or pay nominal rent. 

But, in any case, each local Girls Club must 
maintain a headquarters devoted exclusively to 
the needs of the girls each day after school. 
Many are also open evenings and Saturdays. 
Affiliation with Girls Clubs of America, Inc., 
means therefore a guarantee of adequate facili- / 
ties and a wholesome environment for the im- ! 
plementation of program activities that 
promote character development, training for 
citizenship and maintenance of high standards. 
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Member clubs differ in their emphasis, accord- 
ing to the conditions prevalent in the local com- 
munity. Each club is completely autonomous 
in this respect. 

While one club may stress a top-notch sports 
program, another may decide that its best con- 
tribution to local needs can be made by empha- 
sizing a program for an underprivileged group 
of girls in a poverty stricken area, while still a 
third may place maximum consideration on a 
project geared to the development of junior 
leadership. 

But, in each local club, daily educational 
classes and guided activity will include:

e grooming and health „ arts and crafts

e sports and athletics facilities 


e leadership training 


e recreational activities 


The objective of every local Girls Club program 
is to prepare a well adjusted future citizen. 
Girls are given the opportunity to meet with 
others and to learn how to work and play with 
them. Preparation for efficient homemaking is 
not neglected. Girls are taught such basic and 
vitally important skills as cooking, sewing, 
baby care, menu planning and food buying. 
Every Girls Club group seeking affiliation must 
have written by-laws setting forth specifically 
its aim of training girls for citizenship, home- 
making and motherhood.

The Girls Club program is geared to guide girls 
from the time they enter school through their 
high school years... from the age of six through 
their teens. It is aimed to help each girl de- 
velop her confidence and belief in herself and 
to prepare her adequately for the responsibili- 
ties she will assume as a woman and as a citizen. 

To accomplish this, it offers a complete pro- 
gram of activity on every practicable level, 
guided by local professional workers, supported 
by volunteers in each community and backed 
by a national federation that makes available 
important authoritative services to each unit. 


Girls Clubs are conducted to offer their services 
to millions of girls. However, because an esti- 
mated five million girls come from families 
where annual income is no more than $2,000 to 
$5,000, facilities are available in local clubs for 
only modest dues of 25c to $2.50 per year from 
each girl member; in many cases where girls are 
unable to assume even these very modest mem- 
bership dues, scholarships are granted.
